On Oct. 3. 1970, an unusual I 
storm with tornado ferocity 
str. ck through a strip of the 
Southerly section of our to^\'n. 
Mo.si of j’ou have been alerted to 
the Severe damage it inflicted on 
some hwnes and the partial and, 
or complete destruction of many 
trees. Coverajre of the effects 
was carried by Ijoth i-adio and 
•tclvvision. What, in my opinion, 
was not accurately report^ was 
the action by j’our town admin¬ 
istration. From one television 
you niig-ht have heard 
t’ at no town official appeared to 
offer adminbtrative aid. I want 
to report that such was not the 
case. 

A.-i soon as I was alerted to the 
extcvit and severity of the storm, 
I, personally visited each street 
affected so that I might become 
acquainted with the problems. 
One of the fitst official.'? whom I 
contacted was Elmer Cascio, our 
tree warden. He advised me that 
all was under control and that 
no assistance outside of our town 
forces was neetled at that time. 
He,- also said that it would be in 
order to defer action in some 
casfi until insurance adjusters 
could appraise the damage. Our 
fire department and DPW crews 
were on the scene and proceed¬ 
ing .Hs well as could he expected. 
JVIy two SelcL-tmen colleagues, out 
of tt'vn at the time of the storm, 
ppr.M'nnlly, \isited the site on the 
following day. Sunday. 

On Monday. Paul Fieldstad 
and DPW Superintendent Camp¬ 
bell stive the Board a rather 
complete account of the damage. 
At that thno.^lu' Board sent a 
nighi. letter C5 Governor Sargent 
asking for linanrial assistance 
do aid those particularly who 
were not covered by insurance. 
The Board also directed Mr. 
Tampliell to remove, at no 
chargfe, all debris placed on the 
tree belt and bo offer to procure 
«n.v necessary machine equip¬ 
ment to alleviate any remaining 
hazards such as uprooted trees, 
or other, jeorpardi/.ing the safety 
of any building or inhabitant. At 
that time, the '»oard did not give 
V. i^'esale permi-saion to the 
DPW to enter private property 
to rei/ove trees. Such action, we 
belic'-x'd, would have to be cov¬ 
ered t.y legal waivers. 

For some homeowners, it seemed 
siecewsary to remove fallen trees 
at once. If such was the case, 
and financial aid was to be 
forthcoming from the state, and 
no insurance was applicable, it 
seeri;.i only justified that some, 
or the entire e.xpense, would be 
refunded. 

We can only weight carefully 
what the financial assistance, if i 
any, can be gi*anted in each case.; 
We iully realize the extent of fi- I 
nar:-'.jtl hardship which must be i 
’ by a family living on re-1 
tii-Cinent income or by a family ' 
5ri';-ar :--ciUtted hy one means or j 
other. We can also believe that 
in ft time of tragedy you as 
tow:- -people would want us to of¬ 
fer assistance to those intensely 
troubled. This we plan to do.
